The plans are fora double- 
deck structure, the upper rails supporting the 
express trains, the lower ones the trains which 
would make all stops, the theory being 
that while passengers going a considerable 
distance would not object to climbing two 
flights of stairs, those who were going only a 
short distance would not do so. As shown by 
the cuts the structure supporting the tracks is 
light and airy in appearance compared with 
the ordinary type of an elevated road, Pil- 
ars half a block apart would support the

will construct first an experimental piece of 
track, from one-eighth to one-quarter of a 
mile in length, somewhere along the line of 
the north shore, and this will serve as a 
nucleus for future work in either direction. 
The track which we will build will be for the 
purpose of demonstrating its feasibi‘ity and 
its practicability for the service wich will be 
demanded of it, 

“Eminent engineers have. examined the 
plans of the proposed road and have given 
their opinion that the road is not only practi- 
cable but that it can be built for a small pro- 
portion of the cost of an ordinary elevated 
road, It will be run by ele¢tricity, which will 
do away with smoke and noise, and make it 
leds objectionable than even a. surface roafl, 
I believe when the people come to understand 
it it will meet with strong popular approval. 
Matters ‘connected with the preliminary or- 
ganization have progressed so far that we feel 
secure in saying that the beginning of con- 
struction is only a question of a short time. 
The route of the line inside the city limits has, 
of course, not been decided on. We expect 
to apply for a franchise as soon as the experi- 
mental track demonstrates its entire feasibil- 
ity, and as soon as the franchise is secured 
the work will begin. The part which lies 
within the city limits will be built first and 
the work will be pushed until the line is com- 
pleted to Waukegan. The aim is ultimately 
to extend it through to Milwaukee.

Radical changes from all existing lines are 
made in the Gates system. Instead of run- 
ning on tracks the cars are suspended from a 
single rail overhead by two single wheels, 
which are jacheted so that they overlap the 
rail.

“L” QOONDEMNATION: CASE.

Judge Magruder Issues a Supersedeas 
Which Will Delay the Settlement for 
the Van Buren Stréet’ Barns of the 
West Chicago Street Railway Company 
in the Right of Way of the New Roail 
Point Made That the Award Was 
Given to the Wrong Corporation. 


It begins to look as if Mr. Yerkes would 
laugh last and save his horse barns from the 
clutches of his rival, the Metropolitan “ L.” 

John Worthy, President of the Metropoli- 
tan “LL.” road, received a telegram from 
Ottawa last night that an important order 
granted by Mr. Justice Magruder was filed in 
the office of the Clerk of the Supreme Court 
late yesterday afternoon by a clerk from 
Moran, Kraus & Mayer’s office. 

The order grants a supersedeas or stay of 
proceedings in the condemnation case of the 
Metropolitan elevated railroad against the 
Chicago West Division railway and the West 
Chicago street railroad. The proceedings 
grow out of the trial which was had before 
Judge Adains and a jury two weeks ago, in 
which a jugdment of condemnation was entered 
against the street railway barns on West Van 
Buren street. Damages of $32,000 were 
awarded in that trial to the street railway 
com panier, Under the statutes the Metropolitan 
elevated railroad was entitied updn paying 
this inoney into the County Treasury to take 
immediate possession, regardless of an ap- 
peal. 

The present proeeeding, however, was a 
writ of error and an application for a suspen- 
sion of the judgment of the lower court. The 
order recites that the court finds probable 
error in the record and therefore directs a 
stay order. The motion was argued on print- 
ed briefs submitted to Jhstice Magruder last 
Monday in chambers in Chicago. 

Assessd in Favor of Old Company. 

Some new and important questions and 
points were pressed upun the court by ex- 
Judge Jamieson, ex-Judge Moran, Levy 
Mayer, and J. B, Mann, counsel for the street 
railway companies. Among these points is 
one that the jury did not assess any damages 
in favor of a Chicago West Division railway 
company which is the ownér of the fee of the 
property in. question and merely leases the 
property to the West Chicago Street railroad 
company as lessee. 

Another and perhaps the most important 
question raised is that the property is already 
in use for railway purposes by street railroad 
cumpanies and that another street or elevated 
railway seeking to acquire property for rail- 
way purposes has no right to condemn _prop- 
erty already in use for the same purpose. 
That both being companies of a 
public character, if the © Metropolitan 
elevated railroad company has the right to 
condemn the property the street railroad 
companies would have the right in turn to re- 
condeinn the property for their own purposes. 
If the position taken by the counsel for the 
street railroads is sustained it will compel the 
Metropolitan to abandon a part of its present

The mob poured into the court, 
and Mrs. Higgins’ son-in-law, Daniel Defoe, 
called on the nfob to hang the prisoner to the 
nearest tree. Constable Schumacher hustled 
the prisoner out and drove rapidly to 
the Clayton jail. In the meantime mobs 
gathered at Ballwin, Manchester, Desperee, 
and Valley Park, and started. to Clayton. 
From the talk of the crowd it was evidently 
the intention to take not only Johnson but 
Jim and Ed Murray, the Fitzwilliams mur- 
derers; Will Hensley, charged with the 
McCulloch murder; and another negro. 
Sheriff Garrett was advised of their coming 
and took all the prisoners to a train and 
brought them to this city. They are now in 
the city jail.

BETTER OUTLOOK FOR RAILROADS, 


Earnings Increasing East and West, Es- 
pecially in the West. 


New York, Jan. 18.—[Special.]—There isa 
general belief among the financiers of the 
East that the railroads of the country, espe- 
cially those in the West, have begun to feel 
the effect of a gradual improvement in busi. 
ness. Western financiers visiting in the East 
are of the same opinion. Movements of 
freight are increasing in obedience to the 
reawakening of mercantile trade, and the pro- 
portion of railroad earnings to the expenses 
is steadily assuming a more favorable aspect. 
The argument of the managing officers of the 
eastern and western trunk linesto maintain 
rates on a standard basis has infused a “— 
ful spirit among railroad men generally. So 
far as reported the railroad earnings for the 
firsttwo weeks of this month are of an en- 
couraging character. Some of the roads 
show an increase over the earnings for 
the same period of last year, and in most 
other instances there is a pronounced 
reduction in the percentage of decreased 
earnings. Western railroad men who have 
been in New York gg 5 ay in cheerful 
terms of the outlook. R.R, Cable, President 
of the Chicago, Rock Island and Pacific road, 
said today: ‘' My belief is that we are on the 
eve of improvement in the West and that rail- 
roads have seen the worst conditions, Rock 
Island will show for the year about the same 
results as in the previous year.”’ C. P, Huni- 
i n, President of the Southern Pacific, 
said reports received by him indicated a fair 
condition of things along the lines of that 
greatsystem. The receivers of the Atchison

ATCHISON BONDHOLDERS ORGANIZE, 


Condition of the Road’s Finances Warrant 
the Issue of a Collateral Trust Bond, 

New York, Jan, 18.—[Special.]—The com- 
mittee of holders of bonds of the Atchison, 
Topeka and Santa Fé railroad has organized 
by the election as Chairman of Edward King, 
President of the Union Trust company. C, 
C. Rawlins was chosen Secretary. ‘The St. 
Louis and San Francisco bondholders elected 


Gen, Louis Fitzgerald as Chairman. In the 


original order appointing the Atchison re- 
ceivers there was a clause giving the prefer 
‘ence to the floating debt over all other liens 
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modified the order and abrogated 
preference. The modified order does not 
‘apply to debts contracted for labor and sup- 
plies, but to debts incurred by borrowing 
money on collateral. The order further pro- 
vides that the receivers cannot liquidate any 
portion of the loans without first notifying 
the trustees, and the collateral which is re- 
leased by any payment of maturing loans 
must be. redeposited with the trustee. The 
committee has not yet discussed the question 
of reorganization, as there are more pressing 
matters of moment to be settled, but it is un- 
derstood the committee will take up the 
matter of reorganization shortly, and that 
efforts will be made to place the company ‘on 
a substantial basis as speedily as possible. 
From semi-official sources it is learned the 
condition of the Atchison finances is such as 
to warrant the issue of a collateral trust 
bond. Any attempt to scale down the second 
mortgage or make its interest contingent on 
earnings would probably be stoutly opposed. 


BOOKKEEPER PHILLIPS ENDS HIS LIFE.

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LAKE OARRIERS’ COMMITTEB’S PLAN 
TO BETTER FREIGHT EARNINGS. 


It \Offers to Members of the Association 
for Ratification a Proposition to Put Out 
of Service One-Quarter of Their Craft= 
Later Action if This Is Approved=Im- 
mense Struggle Between Capital and 
Labor to Be Fought at Lake Ports the 
Coming Season. 

Derxorr, Mich., Jan. 18.—[Special.]—Just 
one-quarter of all the boats on all the lakes 
are to be-laid up the coming season, accord- 
ing to the action of the Lake Carriers’ com- 
mittee tonight. This is in accordance with 
the action of the committee appointed this 
afternoon on the regulation of lake freights 
the coming year. The committee of the general 
meeting of the Lake Carriers’ Association 
met tonight and was in session several hours. 
All the plans presented-before the lake car- 
riers during the two days’ meeting of the as- 
sociation were considered. In the end it was 
decided that any scheme for boats taking 
their turns for loads was impracticable. The 
committee was compesed of the following 
mem bers :

An agreement to hold boats in winter 
quarters in accordance with the foregoing 
agreement wili*be circulated by the members 
of the committee in their respective locali- 
ties the comiing month, In case 90. per cent 
of all the boats carrying grain, coal, and 
iron ore are represented a general 
meeting of the association is to ‘be called 
in a month to ratify the action of the commit- 
tee. The various details as to the boats, 


arranged. Where boats have been Joaded 
with grain at Chicago they are to deliver it 
at its destination and then tie up, in accord- 
ance with this agreement. © The general! senti- 
ment among vessel-owaers late tonight is in 
fuvor of the proposed plan and that it will be 
received favorably in all quarters. 

If the action of today’s meeting for the re- 
duction of wages is to be enforced it will re- 
sult in the most important contest between 
labor and capital ever witnessed in lake com- 
merce. Not less than 50,000 men wiil be af- 
fected. It is likely that desperate strikes at 
every lake port from Duluth to Buffalo will 
mark the opening of navigation. The Lake 
Carriers’ Association, representing $60,000.- 
000 in capital, will be arrayed against sea- 
menand men who have been engaged in 
handling cargoes. No such contest has taken 
piace on the lnkes. he temper of today’s 
meeting was towards fighting to the end. The 
vessel-owners are enlisted for the war. They 
ure determined to force lower wages, At 
every point they will be resisted bitterly and 
the season of 1894 promises to be memorable 
a its great contests between labor and capi- 
tal. 


Plans to Secure Better Rates, 


The association had referred the regulation 
of freight charges to the committee after a 
discussion which had extended over two 
hours. It had become apparent that the gen- 
eral association could reach no conclusion, but 
it was equally evident that every owner was 
ready to join in any practical movement by 
which better rates could be obtained. Two 
plans were brought forward. @ne was by 
Capt. J. S. Dunham of Chicago, which pro- 
vided for boats being listed and taking turns 
for cargoes of grain, coal, and iron 
ore. The other was made by M. A. Bradley 
of Cleveland, which was to keep the boats in 
winter quarters until June 1 and fixing mini- 
mum rates to hold until Aug. 1, after which 
ever one should go on his own hook. 

In the talk over the two plans Capt. Thomas 
Wilson advocated laying up the boats until 
June 1, He did not want to cripple the com- 
merce of the lakes, but all the boats were not 
needed. He would have the Vice-Presidents at 
each port call upon abl 
they would 
in winter quarters. 
of vesselmen was not good. 
have been so once, but at present if the own- 
ers signed an agreement to keep their boats 
out of commission they would do so. 

H. A. Hawgood did not believe a plan for 
minimum rates would be practicable. Such 
ascheme would cause widespread distrust, 
frequently without cause. The trouble was 
that there were too many boats. If 20 per 
cent of the tonnage was laid up he felt cer- 
tain there would be enough work for the 80 
per cent in commission at freights which 
would give a profitef 6 percent. Wherea 
man had but one boat it could be laid up one- 
fifth of the season. 

Might Better Lay the Boats Up. 


B. L. Pennington said the only practical thing 
was to appoint a committee now and have it 
report at a general meeting a month hence. 
He did not think there was any necessity for 
haste. The ore men could not sella cargo of 
iron ore now. He did not believe vesseilmen 
would do business at the rates of last year. 
They had had enough, and, even if there were 
no agreement, they would rather lay up their 
boats than keep them in commission. 

William W. Livingston Jr, related the his- 
tory of the tug pool in Detroit and St. Clair 
river boats in 1866. He wanted boats laid 
up until the surplus of tonnage was lessened. 
Conditions in his opinion were against any 
pool or trust. He appealed to the vessel- 
owners to stand together. 

J. M. Jones wanted boats of 400 or 500 
tons exempted from all agreements for. lay- 
ing up if any were entered into 
by vessel-owners. There 
talk in favor of not 
the fleets until June and that plan seemed 
most in favor, Many large owners had said 
nothing and one of these, Capt. David Vance, 
was ca'ied on for his remedy. 

“Stop building vessels for a few years,” 
said Capt. Vance, “‘ until business catches up 
with our carrying capacity. The only thing, 
in my opinion, is to keep boats off thé mar- 
kets until fair rates can be obtained. I don’t 
believe any plan can succeed, I have seen 
plans tried and fail so often I have no faith in 
them. These matters can only adjust them- 
selves.” 

The association then heard from ex-Con- 
gressman Wheeler of Bay City on the Wilson 
bill as affecting lake commerce, Capt. Wil- 
son wanted the association to pass resolutions 
denouncing the placing of iron ore on the free 
list. The Chair ruled that politics could nov 
be brought before the association. . 

“ This is not politics with us,’’ Capt. Wilson 
retorted, * It is bread and butter.” 

**Free iron ore is business, not politics,” 
B. L. Pennington added ; “‘ we know that pro- 
tection aids our interests, while free trade in- 
jures and ruins lake commerce. I believe in 
this association taking action and sending our 
strongest protest to Washington.”’ 

No One Defends the Wilson Bill. 

Capt. W.S. Mack followed in a rousing 
speech against the Wilson bill. A. A. Parker 
related how Detroit Democrats had refused 
to sign the protest against the Wilson bill, but 
had offered freely to subscribe to a fund to 
send a delegation to Washington against the 
measure, Senator McMillan had teiegraphed 
not to make a fight in the House, but to wait 
until the Wilson bill came to the Senate. He 
advised veaselmen to make their strongest 
showing there. In all the meeting there was 
ne one to defend the Wilson bill, but the 
President was firm in ruling it out of order, 
and no formal! protest was made. 

The insurance question was settled by com- 
pletely ignoring the Shipmasters’ Association 
and going to the old system. This action ap- 
peared to give satisfaction, Capt. Mack re-

JOHN HALEY SPEARS PASSES AWAY. 


He Was a Co-Worker with Abraham Lin- 
coln and John Wentworth. 


JACKSONVILLE, Ill., Jan. 18.—[Special. |— 
John Haley Spears died at his home near this 
city this morning. He was in his 90th year 
and was a prominent figure in the history of 
Illinois. He was an intimate friend of 
Abraham Lincoln when the latter was still a 
young man and unknown, and with him and 
John Wentworth made frequent visits through 
this part of the country, working in the inter- 
ests of the Free Soil party, and having a great 
influence in its early organization.

CONDITION OF MINNESOTA BANKS. 


Report of the Examiner Shows Good Con- 
ditions Prevail.

$4,758,153.71; Duluth, $1,672,136.98. 

The semi-annual report of the State Board 
of Correction and Charities shows the total 
number of prisoners of all classes in the 
State Dec. 31, 1893, to be 1,088, against 
1,198 in June of the same year. The city 
workhouses of both St. Paul and’ Minneapo- 
lis contain less prisoners than one year ago.

Citizens’ of Pittsburg Decides to Put in 
Western Department, with Headquar- 
ters at Chicago 
Large Percentage of Fire Losses=Toledo 

Wants a Fire Tug—Statement of the 
Union Assurance-of London—Meeting 
of Western Union—Notes. 


The Citizens’ Insurance company of Pitts- 
burg has decided to establish a Western de- 
partment with headquarters in Chicago, and 
to put it under the management of Pellet & 
Hunter. The field will embrace all the West- 
ern States, and will extend south to the Ohio 
River. The company was organized in 1849, 
and has a capital stock of $500; d. R. 
Snively is the President and Howard Welch 
Secretary. The capital stock of the company 
was increased frum $100,000 to $500,000 in 
1885, ‘That move has since proved un- 
fortunate, as the net surplus margin has been 
kept up with difficulty. The  fig- 
ures for 1893 have not yet 
been published, but the statement 
made a year ago showed cash assets of $792,- 
066; unearned premiums of $209,810, and 
net surplus of $22,791. The business of the 
company has been handled from Pittsburg 
and the loss ratios for 1890, 1891, 1892, and 
1893 were 70, 58, 80, and 68 per cent 
respectively, . 

The company has decided that the insurance 
business of the West cannot be handled profit- 
ably at long range. Pellet & Hunter 
represent two other Pittsburg companies, the 
Armenia and the Manufacturers and Mer- 
chants’, This fact had some bearing on the 
present selection of managers. The Western 
business of the two Pittsburg companies 
represented here has been more profit- 
able than that of the Citizens’ 
managed from the home office, 
The establishment of a Western department 
by the Citizens’ is of especial interest in view 
of the changes which were made some time 
ago by the Niagara, Home, and Sun Insurance 
companies. The wisdom of those changes by 
which departments were discontinu was 
openly criticised. The creation of depart- 
ments by the Hanover and the Pittsburg com- 
pany offsets the movement of the other com- 
panies in the opposite direction. 


INSURANCE REPORT FOR CALIFORNIA, 


Fire, Marine, and Life Business for 1893 
Reviewed by the Commissioner. 


San Francisco, Cal., Jan. 18.—[Special.}— 
The annual report of the Insurance Commis- 
sioner, sigued by J. N. E. Wilson and com- 
piled by James N. Rhorer, the Deputy Insur- 
ance Commissioner, will be sent to the State 
Printer tomorrow. The fire losses for the year 
were really heavier than they appear in the 
Commissioner’s report, for the Pacific Insur- 
ance Union adopted last month a resolution 
not to pay losses under the sixty 
days allowed for investigation by agreement. 
Between the companies and the policyholders 
the ratio of losses to premiums received for 
all fire companies dojghg business in this State 
is 39.4 per cent for 1893, For 1892 it was 
38.9, and for 1891, 36.1, so last year’s total, 
without the sums saved temporarily by the 
sixty days’ clause, is stili the largest of the 
three. Tho losses of companies represented 
in this State and having headquarters in other 
States were the heaviest, the ratio being 42.3. 
The foreign companies fared best, with a 
ratio of 37.3, and the local companies stand 
in the center of these groups with a loss ratio 
of 38.8. 

The premiums received by California fire 
companies in 1893 amounted to $740,927, 
as compared with $942,571 in 1892.° The 
losses paid by these companies last year were 
$287,276 and in 1892 $361,065. Com- 
panies of other States received in premiums 
$2,538,643, against $2,703,607 received in 
1892, while the losses paid in the latter year 
were $1,060,823 and in 1893 $1,073.367.

The marine insurance companies wrote a 
$128,610,789 business in 1893, received 
premiums on this of $1,854,439, and paid 
$808,892. In 1892 the tojal mariae busi- 
ness written was $145,797.187, and the pre- 
miums received amounted to $1,638,876, the 
losses paid being $1,059,120. The California 
companies fared better than ali the outside 
companies, and the loss ratio of the former, 
taken collectively, was 54.9, and those of the 
latter 60.8. Marine business last year was 
better than in 1892. California marine com- 
panies wrote last year $22,250,522 and all 
other Gompanies wrote $106.860,264. The 
former paid losses of $142,801 on premiums 
of $260,187. and the latter of $666,090 on 
premiums of $1,094,250. 

The life insurance companies wrote in 
1893 $24,431,514 worth of business, receiv- 
ing premiums to the amount of $993,318. 
Both these figures show a decrease on the 
business of 1892. The amount written in 
1892 was $26,150,863, and 
miums received amounted to 
761. The three big fife 
did five-eighths of the total life 
business written in this State. The New York 
Life easily leads with a total business of 
nearly $8,000,000. The Mutual Life of 
New York is next with over $5,000,000; and 
the Equitable Life is third with over $2,750,- 
000.

TO CONSOLIDATE DAIRY UNIONS, 


National Body Appoints a Committee to 
Attend a Meeting at Cleveland. 

The National Dairy Union adjourned yes- 
terday. Yesterday arrangements were com- 
pleted towards the consolidation of the young 
association with a proposed similar organiza- 
tion, the inauguration of which has been set 
for Feb. 7 at Cleveland. This proposed meet- 
ing is in accordance with a plan formulated 
by anumber of Agricultural Commissioners 
tothe Fair and agreed to by them many 
months ago. The promoters, who represent- 
ed for the most part Eastern interests, were 
primarily opposed to the establishment of 
an association of dairymen to be organized 
in Chicago, but the latter has been so success- 

that they _ foreed to

coéperation of the proposed Cleveland enter- 
prise could be secured. It reported a resolu- 
tion providing that the entire official staff of 
the National Dairy Union be appointeda 
committee to attend the meeting at Cleve- 
land. A resolution adopted at a previous ses- 
sion providing that the union request Con- 
gress to place the same license tax upon filled 
cheese as upon oleo was amended yesterday 
to read “‘uponall cheese not the legitimate 
product of the dairy.”

Mayor 
Mann of Evanston called at State’s-Attorney 
Kern’s office yesterday in relation to the case. 
He said the business-men and leading citizens 
of Evanston seemed to feel the citizens were 
not doing their duty in dropping the prosecu- 
tion of Adams. “The impression seems to 
prevail that if Adams is allowed to go scot 
free no other embezzler of ~ funds need 
have any fear,” said Mayor nn. “There 
is ample evidence upon which to convict 
Adams, and although he has deposited a cer- 
tified check for $900, he practically owes that 
money to the city, for the check has not been 
accepted. Now we can bring all of Adams 
books to the grand jury and show just what he 
did and how he did it.” The charge against 
Adams will be presented again to the grand 
jury probably next week.

LOOAL BANKERS WILL NOT BID FOR 
GOVERNMENT BONDS. 


Premium Is Too High to Make the Loan 
Popular=Stock Markets Open Firm and 
Sell OffBonds a Shade Higher—Sharp 
Criticiem of Rapid Transit Manage- 
ment«Sterling Advances and New York 
Exchange Declines=Stock Sples and 
Quotations. 

Chicago bankers are disappointed at Secre- 
tary Curlisie’s action in issuing 5 per cent 
bonds, They all agree that practically none 
of these bonds will be wanted in Chicago, 
while they had hoped to see Chicago an im- 
portant competitor fora large part of the 
issue. The opinion here is that it would be 
useless to try to put out bonds among small 
investors at such a high premium as will be 
necessary with these 5 per cent bonds. Sev- 
eral bankers had hoped that an issue of 8 per 
cents would be made at par or a little more, 
and they thought they could float a large 
amount of them among people of maderate 
means, but the high premium which will ob- 
tain on 5’per cent bonds puts all thought of 
attempting to make this a popular lvan out of 
the minds of the local re ae rather 
doubtful if Chicego competes for y consider- 
able part of the issue. 

As to the policy of issuing these bonds opinion 
differs, but is not generally favorable, The 
weight of opinion is on the side ofa 3 per cent 
loan. The issue of $50,000,000 is also thought 
to be too small. Itis declared that the Secre 
tary’s action is merely temporizing with the sit- 
uation and that we will soon be in a position 
again where more bonds will have to be put out 
with the possibility that the money market may 
not be so favorable at that time. | 

President Gage of'the First National Bank 
said: “I don’t think we want any of those 
bonds. The premium of 117.223 is too high. 
We would want to sell them and at that premium 
they would not go here in the West. It is human 
nature, | presume, but we can't persuade a small 
customer that he isn’t unwisely expending his 
money when he pays much of a premium. He 
fears the depreciation and the chances that he 
will have to sell before the bond matares, I 
think it would have been better if long term 3 
per cents could have been issued at par. There 
would not have deen then the fear of deprecia- 
tion and the sale of bonds would have been more 
general. Chicago banks can buy 4 per cents at 
112.75 and realize about as much as is promised 
by the new issue.’”’ 

President John J. P. Odell of the Union Na- 
tional Bank said that he did not see how the Secre- 
tary could have acted otherwise. That it is neces- 
sary to issue bonds all admit, and as there is now 
no warrant in law to permit 3 per cent bonds 
ing issued itis better to put out the 5 per cent 
having only ten years to run than to put out the 
4 per cents with twenty-five years to run. 

hose who had counted on the bond issue hav- 
ing a favorable effect on the speculative markets 
were disappointed. Ithas been said before in 
this column that it is not easy to see why a bond 
issue would be regarded as a bullish factor, and 
when the issue finally came it seemed to puazie 
the bulis to tell why. New York opened decided- 
ly strong and sold straight off from the ‘opening. 

The local stock market also showed some firm- 

ness at the opening and uniform declines 

throughout the day. 

Trading was less active than it has been lately 


‘and the market showed itself to be still narrow 


and easily moved in either direction. West Side 
stock, after a firm opening, sold down as low as 
135%, and then rallied rapidly to 137, closing % 
below that.

240. The impression on the ficor is that the in- 
siders are not actively arrayed on the bull side 
at present. Whether or not they want to depress 
prices is not clear, but it is certain that there is 
no active manipulation to put them up or even 
to sustain them.

A correspondent, Mr. J. S. Williams, corrects a 
recent statement regarding the lien of the first 
section bonds of the Rapid Transit company, and 
in doing so presents some_rather caustié criti- 
cisms of the management.

“The bonds issned on this first section recite that, 
‘in all amounting to the sum of $7,500,000,’ and 
also récite, ‘upon the whole of the first section of 
the railroad of the said railroad company ex- 
tending from Van Buren street to Sixty-seventh 
street, a distance of about eight miles.’ Iam 
not surprised that Taz TrisuNnE says from ‘ Con- 
gress to Sixty-third.’ It is current information 
derived from sufficient admissions from sources 
supposed to know that it is the decision to termi- 
nate at Congress street (and possibly at Sixty- 
third), notwithstanding the plain agreement be- 
tween bond sellers and bond purchasers, so far 
at least as building from the proceeds of securi- 
ties issued upon this first division. 

‘*The contest at the last election for officers 
sufficiently demonstrated the lack of confidence 

posed in those who owned, controlled, and 
built this first section by those who were un- 
fortunate in investing in .the securities of the 
road. That they purchased with their eyes open

TONIC EFFECT OF THE BOND ISSUE. 
Tariff Question Is Now in the Way of 
Financial Boom, 

New York, Jan. 18.—{Special.]—The govern- 
ment bond issue has given Wall street a good 
deal better feeling, for many discouraging ele 
ments inthe situation are extinguished by it. 
But the bear speculators who are most con- 
Spicuous in the market decline to recognize that 
there is any change; and to uphold their theory 
they have been hammering away at prices all of 
today. They succeeded in getting some quota- 
tions down measurably, but the work they did 
was of asort which made it plain that the short 
interest in the market was being extended large- 
ly, and, therefore, such fractional concessions as 
they scored were of slight consequence. Ina 
dozen ways the commercial and financial sitaa- 
tion has improved. More factories have un 
work in the last fortnight than shut down in the 
previous month. Business-men generally are 
more confident than they bave been fora year. 
It looks as if conditions were practically all ri 
for such improvement as must lead to a boom. The 
bond issue, though it has lini ping characteristics, 
will exert tonic effects. Now, if only the tariff 
was out of the way—if something definite were 
done and known—thére would be achance for 
immediate happiness. Otber factors are nearly 
all on the right side. ‘ H. ALLAWAY. 


DISAPPOINTMENT ON THE MARKET’ 


Attitude of Foreign Investors Influenced 
by the Shrinking National Treasury. 

New York, Jan. 18.—[{Special.}—No doubt 
many people experienced great disappointment 
in today’s stock market. The formal announce- 
ment of a $50,000,000 government bond issue, in 
anticipation of which the market has rallied for 
a week, was reflected in today’s prices by seem- 
ingly total apathy. It is true, of course, of ail 
incidents in this market that people who advance 
information buy only to sell when the general 
public is let into the secret. This was peculiarly 
the case in this instance, for although the Secre- 


tary of the Treasury kept guarded silence his . 


purposes were of necessity made known to the 
Senate financiers, and here was an outlet which 
obviously has led to Wall street. Nevertheless, 
some visible and permanent influence of the Sec- 
retary’s circular was looked for and it did not 
come. The result, however, only illustrates the 
character of the present stock market. The 
“outside public” has no hand in it; 
the professionals had already made their 
“turn”, in advance and at the open- 
ing today, after the London buying slack- 
ened, the speculators for the fall scared off the 
smaller traders by one or two vigorous and ef- 
fective moves. London, ,however, bought, and it 
bought today more than it solid yesterday. How 
large a partthe Treasury’s shrinking balances 
have piayed in London’s recent attitude on 
* Americans,’’ itis of course impossible to say. 
Foreign investors have had. unfortunately, 
enty of other motives for unfavorable action. 
Nevertheless it must not be forgotten to how 
reat an extent the judgment of European 
urses on a for eign State’s general condition is 
based on the showing of its public treasury. Nor 
is such judgment in the least unreasonable. As 
for the actual market effeets of the bond issue 
when floated opinions naturally differ. That the 
bonds themselves will find an easy market no one 
doubts. If private bankers and capitalists 
here or abroad were left out of consideration the 
banks would still supply an adequate demand. . 
To the national banks of this city alone $58.000,- 
000 of idle interior money ca:ne on deposit in the 
two closing months of 1893. This fund is not 
only earning nothing, for clearing-house loans 
are less by $100,000 than clearing-heuse de- 
osits, but m goose share of it is costing the city 
epositories 2 percent. Investment in a govern- 
ment bond issue, even if taken at a rate assuring 
dittle would offer outlet for » funds. 
But the banks will by no means have such an in- 
vestment movement to themselves. The money 
in the banks belongs to private and institu- 
tion depositors, whose present outiook in 
the loan and security markets is quite 
as compromising as the outlook for 
the banks.

IRON INDUSTRY IS IMPROVING. 


Trade Review Points Out Slightly En- 
couraging Symptoms in the Market. 

CLEVELAND, O., Jan. 18,—The Tron Trade 
Review says today: ‘“* While the general im- 
pression still prevails that industry is on the 
road to improvement and that the iron trade is 
responding to the movement in other lines, it is 
still difficult to point out specific indications of 
betterment. In none of the primary markets for 
iron has there been any considerable buying in 
the week justclosing. The plight of the ore 
trade to begin with has been emphasized by the 
failure of an important Gogebic producer, and 
the protests now going to Washington from all 
over the Lake Superior region are strongly rein- 
forced by this demonstration that the iron ore 
producers of the country cannot stand = an 
ad finger weight of com petition. 
The expectation is general among 
pig iron producers that a better demand is just 
ahead. In the Central West there has been al- 
most a standstill in raw iron. 


1. Prices are another 
shade weaker. Pittsburg gives no indication of 
improvement. Bessemer has settled to$10.50, 
and gray forge is $9.75. There is satisfactory 
evidence that billets at Pittsburg have shaded 
$16 and that the price in Philadelphia is in the 
neighborhood of $18.

VACCINATION OF PUBLIC SCHOOL PUPILS. 


Supt. Raab Talks of the Phases of the Law 
| to the Officials. 


Sprixerizenp, Ill., Jan. 18.—[Special.]— 
Prof. Henry Raab, State Superintendent of 
Public Instruction, today issued a circular to 
all public school officers on the subject of 
vaccination. The State Board of Health, 
under @ law which has been in force for a 
number of years, has a standing order re- 
quiring the vaccination of school children 
and making it the duty of school officers to 
enforce the order. The Attorney-General 
some time ago rendered an opinion holding 
that the board has authority to make this 
order, and that school officers § are 
not liable for damages for suspending 
from school attendance children who 
refused to be vaccinated, but as the compul- 
sory education law passed by the last Legisla- 
ture requires the attendance at school of all 
children between |the ages of 7 and 14 years, 
with certain excepuons, and does not contain 
any provisions on the subject of vaccination, 
embarrassing complications have arisen in 
some parts of the State. 

The order of the board has met with con- 
siderable opposition, and school officers in 
most cases have been timid in the enforce- 
ment of the order. A report from Liv- 
ingston County is that an attempt 
to compel vaccination by suspension from 
attendance has closed one school 
and other rural schools have been nearly de- 
serted. The public school attendance in- 
cludes only 54 per cent of the children of 
school-going age.. This also has aggravated 
the situation. * During the last month Supt. 
Raab has been deluged with correspondence 
on the subject anda number of delegations 
have called upon him. The circular contains 
these questions and answers and is addressed 
to school officers:

DEMOORATS AT ODDS AND UNABLE 
TO GET TOGETHER, 


‘Trouble Ahead for the Wilson Bill Uniess 


an Understanding Is Reached =Demo- 
crats Defeatthe Burrows Wovul Amend- 
ment by a Strict Party Vote After a 
Heated Debate=Cannon Makes a Good 
Speech, and Springer One of the Other 
Kind=—Charges Against Tom Johnson. 


Wasurneton, D. C., Jan. 18,—[Special.]— 


Income tax is a rock which the Wilson bill 
may yet be split.. The supporters of the 
proposition bitterly resent Bynum’s deser- 
tion, througb which the majority of the Ways 
and Means committee decided that the ihcome 
tax provision should be introduced as a 
separate measure instead of asa part of the 
Wilson bill. This action relieved Chairman 
Wilson from the necessity of offering it 
asanamendment. It left him and his anti- 
income colleagues free to oppose grafting the 
provision on the Wilson bill, though they are 
committed toit when it is presented as a 
Separate measure. The income tax Demo- 
crats are still bound to tack the provision on 
the bill. They point out the absurdity of cre- 
ating a deficiency without in the same piece 
of legislation providing the means for meet- 
ing it. 

They are not alarmed by the threats of 
Bourke Cockran that this legislation will en- 
danger the passage of the bill. The idea now 
is tohayea Democratic caucus decide that 
the income tax shall be made a part of the 
bill. 'Three-fourths of the Democratic mem- 
ybers favor the principle, but not quite so 
many will be ready to vote to have it made 
an amendment of the Wilson bill. However, 
there will, be a clear niajority in the caucus if 
one is held in favor of that course. If no 
caucus is held the plan is to have Tarsney 
of Missouri, who is a member of the 
Ways and Means committee, offer the income 
tax bill as an individual amendment. He can 
get recoghition for this purpose, because 
Speaker Crisp is friendly to it. If Tarsney 
submits his amendment it may be grafted on 
the bill, though the result is in doubt because 
the Republicans refuse to commit themselves 
to the aid of either faction. They insist, as 
the bili creating a deficiency in the revenue is 
purely a Democratic measure, the Democrats 
must settle among themselves the means for 
meeting that deficiency. 

Grosvenor and Ellis on Wool,

Mr. Pen- 
dleton (Dem., W. Va.) asked Mr. Cannon 
whether he did not know that prior to the 
paesage of the free trade bill there were over 
1,000,000 paupers in a population less than 
half the present population. ‘‘ No, Ido pot 
know,’’ said Mr. Cannon, shaking his head 
energetically, ‘‘and neither does the gentleman 
from West Virginia.”’ [Republican laugh- 
ter.] When Mr. Cannon took his seat he was 
vociferously applauded by his Republican 


colleagues. 
Mr. Outhwaite (Dem., QO.) said that free 


trade did not operate to lower wages, as was 


shown by the fact that wages in England had 
steadily.increased since the adoption of the 
free trade policy. 

Mr. Stone (Rep., Pa.) said that the people 
had revoked the power of attorney given the 
Democratic party and atthe next election 
would follow this up by revoking the Demo- 
cratic party itself.

I have the honor to acknowledge yours of the 
llth inst., with inclosures, concerning the Chi- 
cagu Postoflice Building, and to say the subcom- 
mittee of which I have the honor to be Chair- 
man is giving the spiyect of Chicago’s needs in 
the way of new buildings, etc., its careful con- 
sideration and will be pleased to receive any in- 
formation or suggestions you have to make that 
will aid usin reaching a proper and equitable 
conclusion. 

Mr. Bretz has been represented in Washing- 
ton dispatches as saying that there is no hope 
of securing an appropriation at this time for 
a new buiiding. Mr. Hesing said yesterday 
that the letter is evidence that the Chairman 
of the subcommittee is not of that opinion, 
but is willing todo all that can be done for 
Chicago. ;

HOAX ON CHIEF OF POLICE CARNEY. 


He Is Seen with a Mysterious Box Sup- 
posed to Contain Sawdust, 

Law-abiding citizens of Evanston have been 
watching with great concern for the last two 
days the movements of their Chief of Polide, 
Edward Carney. When it became known 
yesterday that he was after some miscreants 
who had deposited an iron tube on the steps 
of the City Hall Tuesday morning the citizens 
became more excited, and Chief Carney’s 
movements, although he took the 
greatest pains to cover them, were 
watched with the _ liveliest interest. 
Early yesterday morning before day-

Wasurnaton, D. C., Jan. 18.—[Special.]— 
Postmaster-General Bissell will send a com- 
mission to Chicago to investigate the needs of 
the Postoffice. It will be a department com- 
mission. Assistant Postmaster-General Frank 
Jones, who is an Illinois man, will probably 
be one of its members. Another man may be 
Mr. Scott, the chief of the Salary and Allow- 
ance Division. The purpose will be to inves- 
tigate the growth of the office, the extensions 
which are most needed, and the best way to 
distribute the appropriation which will be 
made by Congress for the fiscal year that be- 
gins July 1. Primarily the cotnmission will 
have nothing to do regarding a new building, 
as that is solely a matter for Congress. Never- 
theless, any observations its members may 
make concerning the iftadequate fdeiligies of 
the present building are likely to have weight. 

Nearly five years ago. Postmaster-General 
Wanamaker sent a commission to Chicago 
with Clarkson ft its head. Clarkson’s report 
was & revelation to the Postoffice people, and 
under it Chicago, for the first time in years, 
received something like its due as compared 
with the Eastern cities. Now the growth of 
‘Chicago is again phenomenal, and Mr. Bissell 
is taking a sensible way of finding out how 
the department can keep pace with its needs, 

An effort is being made by Gen. Black to 
secure a hearing before the subcommittee of 
which Mr. Bretz is Chairman, particular 
stress being laid upon the memorial in regard 
to Chicago's public buildings. There was a 
suggestion mads> that Saturday’s session of 
the subcomnmittee be set apart for this pur- 
pose, and if a quorum can be secured this 
program will be adhered to.

WHERE THE SURPLUS WENT. 

During Cleveland’s first administration the 
Democrats were complaining of the excess of 
revenue over expenditure and the large sur- 
plus created thereby. They said that that ex- 
cess of revenue was evidence of excessive tax- 
ation. They insisted that the surplus should 
go “into»the pockets of the people.”” When 
«resident Cleveland told Congress in Decem- 
ber, 1887, that the revenues for the year 
would have been fifty-five millions above the 
expenditures the Democrats were much dis- 
tressed. It is evident that they have lost none 
of their hustility to surpluses, for they have 
prepared a tariff bill which will reduce the cus- 
toms receipts about seventy million dollars 
and create a deficit of about a hundred mill- 
ions. 

There are some advantages, however, in an 
excess of revenue over expenses and in hav- 
ing a surplus in the Treasury. The use made 
of that excess of revenue will prove that to 
be the case. During the four years of Cleve- 
land’s first administration the total surplus of 
revenue over eXpenditure was $396,530,000. 
During that administration the principal of 
the interest-bearing debt was reduced $338,- 
000,000, at a cost of $361,264,000, the pre- 
mium paid being $23,190,000. The cost of 
those bonds at maturity would have been 


5 || $394,000,000, so the saving was $32,800,- 
& 


| plus of revenue over expenditure was $124,- 


100,000. It wae small during the last three 
years of his administration because the Mc- 
Kinley law reduced the custasns revenues—re- 
duced that “tariff taxation ’’ and - that annual 
surplus of which the Democrats complained 
so bitterly. During Harrison’s administra- 
tion the principal of the bonded debt was re- 
duced $259.000,000 at a cost of $296,300,- 
000, the premium paid being $37,000,000. 
The cost of the bonds at maturity would have 
been $351,660,000. Thus the saving was 
$55,350,000. 

Thus it appears that during the eight years 
1885.-’93 the principal of the interest-bearing 
debt was reduced $597,000.000, the premium 
paid being $60,200,000. This shows where 
the surplus revenues went, and also the surplus 
in the Treasury when Mr. Cleveland suc- 
ceeded Arthur. The debt was reduced at a 
total saving to the people of $88,000,000. 
Surolus revenues certainly have their good 
side, and these figures will give inquisitive 
Democrats some idea how they were used. 

There is no surplus now, but a shortage, 
which is increasing daily. The explanation of 
that is not far toseek. The last Democratic 
House appropriated over a billion dollars, 
and on the top of that has come the Wilson 
bill, which has checked the importation of 
dutiable articles which are not required for 
immediate consumption and has cut down 
the revenues, even though the McKinley law 
is stillin force. That law hag been so neu- 
tralized by the threatening Wilson bill that 
there is a deficiency of revenue for the last six 
months of, about forty million dollars, and 
yet the Democrats, loving a vacuum as much 
as nature abhors one, are going to pass a bill 
which will bring with it a further deficit of 
seventy millions. While they are thus en- 
gaged inthe House their Secretary of the 
Treasury is borrowing money. 


THE WOOL AND WOOLENS SCHEDULES. 
The Committee on Ways and Means sub- 
| mitted an amendment to the Wilson bill pro- 
viding that its free wool provisions should 
not gointo effect until Aug. 1. This was 
done at the request of both importers and 
manufacturers, have no idea when the 
tariff bill will ; and to whorn it is of great 
importance that they should have a fixed date 
in order that they may regulate their pur- 
chases and sales. The bill as presented pro- 
vided that it should take effect on the Ist of 
' March, wool becoming free at that date, but 
the duties on woolen goods not to be reduced 
until July 1. It was the belief of Mr. Wilson 
that he would be able to get his bill through 
by March. He has given up ail hope of that. 
Therefore the manufacturers have no idea 
when the duty will be taken off wool. The 
bill might not pass till May, and then the 1st 
of J uly would be near at hand and they could 
not dispose in that time of the-goods made of 
dutiable wool. | 
Such is the uncertainty now that the im- 
ports of raw wool are falling to nothing. In 
October last four million pounds were im- 
ported, as against seventeen million in Octo- 
ber, 1892, and in November the imports fell 
to two and a half millions as compared with 
thirteen miliions for the corresponding month 
of the previous year. With a definite date 
agreed on importers and manufacturers 
would be able to adapt themselves to the 
change without much difficulty. 
_ Had this amendment been adopted it was 
the intention of the committee to follow it 
»up with another providing that the schedule 
reducing the duties on woolen goods should 
go into force until the lst of December 
It will not. be denied that the manu-

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hish he will make out of the dutiable wool 
will be for the fall trade, and he ought to be 
allowed to work them off. The winter fab- 
rics will be made from free wool, and the low- 
ering of the duties should begin with them. e 

The first amendment was defeated in Com- 
mittee of the Whole. Therefore the second 
one was not offered. So it is yet uncertain 
when wool will begin coming in duty free or 
the woolen schedule go into effect, and the 
manufacturers and unporters do not know 
where they stand. Their doubts and perplexi- 
ties should not be protracted. When the bill 
reaches the House it should be amended 
/so as to specify some date when the 
duties will be taken off wool. If the 
lst of August seems too late make 
it the Ist of July. The great point is to 
fix some date and then give the manufact- 
urer a chance to work off the goods made 
from the wool which has paid duty. If this 
matter were attended to many of the woolen 
mills might be encouraged to start up.

THEY MUST WORK OR TRAVEL. 

It was reported to the Mayor a few days 
ago that the Central Relief committee is 
feeding daily at least 1,500 men who have 
refused repeatedly to do a stroke of work in 
return for the victuals they consume. It was 
decided to look after these men, to give them 
another chance to show they are not the worst 
kind of trainps, and if they prove incerrigible 
to drive them out of the city: The Corpora- 
tion Counsel has advised the Mayor that the 
vagrant act is broad enough to remedy the 
evil, and the police will be ordered to force 
the conscienceless bums to vacate. This may 
seem hard to those who are obliged to leave, 
but it will be an act of justice to the honest 
‘sufferers from poverty as well as to the peo- 
ple who, by taxes and voluntary contribu- 
tions, have to foot the relief bills. 

Experience has shown that not more than 
about 25 per cent of the men who ask for 
food and a place to sleep, on the plea that 
they are destitute, are willing to work. The 
rest are loafers, few of whom earn an honest 
living in good times, but act the part of 
sponges on the rest of the community. Nota 
few of thein are professiénal tramps who 
flocked hither on hearing the news that Chi- 
cago would feed and lodge all applicants for 
such charity. Uf any of these show a disposi- 
tion to reform when confronted by dire neces- 
sity they should be given the chance to earn 
their bread along with the rest, and it would 
be hard to discriminate even if that were de- 
sired. But to feed the determined idlers 
would lessen the amount of aid to be exfénded 
to the really deserving among the men, and 
the still more to be pitied women and children 
who suffer on in silence and are relieved only 
when sought out and visited, some having 
been left by the men to shift for themselves, 
It is understood that a small percentage of 
the men who quarter themselves on the public 
for free food and lodging have thus deserted 
those who have a right to look to them for 
sustenance. The great majority are men who 
have no families, and the honest portion 
mostly have spent upon their own appetites in 
times of comparative prosperity money that 
ought to have been saved in anticipation of a 
“rainy day.”’ 

The women and little ones who need aid 
will not suffer in consequence of the whole- 
some severity to be exercised on the train ping 
class of adult males. On the contrary, the 
knowledge that a wholesume discrimination 
was being used in the disposition of funds 
would take away the excuse many now assign 
for not contributing to relief work, and en- 
courage those who now give to give all the 
more. It is cheering to be informed that there 
is much more of quiet aid to the destitute in 
their homes chais appears on the surface, The 
visitors of the association for furnishing 
nurses to the sick poor report that they have 
met with very few cases of absolute destitu- 
tion of food or fuel. These necessaries may 
not have been supplied *in quantity sufficient 
for comfort, but enough has been given to 
keep the u nfortunates fron starving. 
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COCKRAN’S WILD ‘STATEMENTS, 

- Mr. Bourke Cockran, who is a good talker, 
but who has never shone ag a man of business, 
has been edifying the practical, business 
members of the House by sone assertions 
which, since he utters them in a loud tone 
of voice and emphasizes them by thumping 
on his desk, he seems to consider axioms. 
He asserts that— 

The importation of $250,000,000 of coods 
could not occur unless we manufactured that 
much to pay forthem. The importation of that 
amount presupposes the manufacture of a similar 
amount with which to pay forit. If we import 
more goods we must manufacture more goods to 
meet it and pay for it. 

It is te be presumed—though in view of Mr. 


presum ption is very possibly incorrect—that he 
means by **géods”’ not merely the manufact- 
ured products of the United States but also the 
wheat, corn, meat, cotton, petroleum, etc., 
which it exports. He cannot believe that the 
exports of American manufacture would in- 
crease because the imports of foreign manu- 
factures increased, and that the American 
manufacturer, beaten in his own home mar- 
ket, would have the advantage over his foreign 
competitors in their own home markets, or in 
neutral markets. Yet it is possible that he is 
ignorant enough to believe it. 

If he assumes that increased imports of 
foreign competing goods necessitate. in- 
creased exports of flour, meat, and similar 
raw materials he is in error. The quantity 
Europe will take will increase only when the 
American producers underbid their Russian, 
Indian, Australian, and other competitors, or 
when a general failure of European harvests 
makes it necessury for the European con- 
sumers to buy much greater quantities of 
food, so much greater as to furnish a market 
for the world’s surpiuses. If more cotton is 
exported it wiil be because less is consumed 
in the United States, but there will be no gain 
for the cotton-raiser. 

But Mr. Cockran says elsewhere that the 
“importation of $250,000,000 worth of 
goods means the exportation of an equivalent 
amount in goods or money.”’ This is some. 
‘what nearer the truth than his previous asser- 
tion that the importation of more goods 
necessitates the manufacture of more where- 
with to pay for them. This possible exporta- 
tion of $250,000,000 in money instead of 
in goods Mr. Cockran seems to regard with 
indifference. Yet if he knows anything of 
figures he ought to'see that it would not take 
long at that rate to drain the country of its 
gold and even of its silver. With the stock of 
gold exhausted what does Mr. Cockran think 
would be the value of the paper money of the 
United States which is made redeemable di- 
rectly or indirectly in goid? 

There is another way of paying for the 
$250,000,000 of goods which has not oc. 
curred to Mr. Cockran—who possibly pays 
cash down for all he buys—and that is to give 
notes for them. They can be paid for with 
evidences of indebtedness, such as railroad, 
municipal, and other bonds. And the greater 
the quantity of these evidences of indebted. 
ness taken by the foreigners in exchange for 
their goods, the greater the amount of inter- 
est which has to be paid to them annually in 
money or in goods, As long as the credit of 
the country is good these securities will be 
kept abroad. The moment that eredit be- 
comes shaky, back come those securities with 
a rush, and then there is trouble, as there was 
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ports have secured Mr. Cockran as an advo- 
cate, and he is making the best argument for 
them he can. He has studied up his case after 
a fashion, but his ignorance of the subject is 
such that he continually is making wild state- 
ments like those quoted above. 


BLAND’S NEFARIOUS PROPOSAL, 

The House Committee on Coinage, of which 
the redoubtable Bland is Chairman, has voted 
by a majority of 8 to 7 to recommend to the 
House the passage of a bill to coin all the 55 
millions of silver seigniorage accrued under 
the Sherman act, and to issue silver certificates 
against it to be redeemed by the said coined 
silver dollars worth 52 cents each. Bland is 
reported as bitterly opposing the sale of any 
8 per cent bonds to meet the existing deficit 
of revenue or to’ replenishing the rapidly ex- 
hausting gold reserve. He is utterly opposed 
to everything that looks towards a mainte- 
nance of the gold basis. What he and his 
seven backers on the committee want and are 


driving at is, of course, to force on the coun. | 


try atumble to the silver 52 cent dollar 
standard of money values, Their purpose is 
as plain and obvious as is the nose on the 
face of Bland or any other member of the 
crowd which supports him in his working for 
a debasement of the standard of nearly 50 


' per cent. 


It would be only necessary to secure a re- 
duction of the gold reserve to the point where 
distrust must supervene to cause a run on the 
Treasury for gold to redeem the greenbacks 
and the outstanding Sherman Treasury notes. 
That would speedily exhaust the little remain- 
ing gold, and then the government would be 
forced to redeem its obligations with silver 
and refuse further gold redemption. The 
moment this occurred the news would go out 
to the world that silver had become the money 
of ultimate redemption in the United States, 
and then the country would comg down to the 
silver monometallic level, which is the end 
and aim of the free silverites and half way to- 
wards the fiat currency conditions clamored 
for by the Populists. Then they would have 
‘‘cheap money.” As for the loss that would 
follow to millions of depositors and creditors 
and to the credit of the Nation they would 
care nothing—not a single snap of the finger. 
They are as indifferent to the consequences as 
a sandbag thief to the rights of the victim 
whom he has knocked down and robbed. 
Their honesty is on a par with that of the 
highwayman, They have no regard for the 
tights or interests of the people. 

In 1892 the savings banks of the United 
States had 4,781,605 depositors, the amount 
of whose credits was $1,712,769,000, or 
nearly one and three-quarter billions. Of 
these, 73.872 depositors, with a total credit of 
$21,106,369, stood to the account of Lili- 
nois, and the building and loan associations 
this State had assets of about 
mitlion dollars additional, all 
composed of the wages and savings 
of labor. The individual deposits in the na- 
tional banks at the beginning of last October 
were $1,451,124,330, or nearly one and a 
half billions, owned by how many people is 
not stated, but this vast sum is two or three 
hundred millions less than what it was a year 
earlier, on account of the panic of last sum- 
mer, The amount deposited in State and pri- 
vate banks is not reported, but may be set 
down in round numbers at a billion dollars. 
Bland & Co. care not a button for the 
coasequences of destroying at one blow half 
the value of these vast sums of money, be- 
longing in the aggregate to six or seven mill- 
ions of individuals, mostl .of the labor 
classes—" poor meri’ for Whom and whose 
interests the bowels of Bland & Co. yearn 
and their hearts grieve, The savings of the 
workers must be reduced 50 per cent,.and the 
financial ability of their employers to keep 
them at work must be cut down one-half in 
order to satisfy the dishonest demands of 
Bland and his associates. 

The honest way to use the accumulated sil- 
ver seigniorage would be tosell it for par 
money, as it was purchased, and apply the 
proceeds to payimg government expenses. 
But such a proposition would be opposed by 
Mr. Bland for the reason that it is honest and 
would not tend to force a slump to silver 
monometallism. He is committed to the 
policy of half repudiation. By the help of 
those who want the repudiation to be entire 
and are willing to vote for half way measures 
in the hope of accomplishing the other haif 
later he may succeed in carrying his pet 
seigniorage measure through the House. But 
could it pass the Senate? Would President 
Cleveland veto it or stand stultified and - dis- 
graced before the country and the whole 
civilized world? It should seem impossible 
for Bland and others who appear to think dis- 
honesty is the right poiicy to prevail against 
the dictates of common sense, right, and rea- 
son, 
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DEMOCRATIC SENTIMENT ON THE HA- 
WAIIAN QUESTION. 

The Democratic brethren are growing more 
outspoken day by day in their condemnation 
of Grover Cleveland’s policy of infamy as to 
the Hawaiian situation. The New York 
Evening Post, which all along has been the 
Cleveland-Liliuokalani organ and the cham- 
pion of sooty royalty, now wants the whole 
matter: dropped. Bill Springer, who some 
time since declared with his customary flam- 
boyance that he should make a speech in de- 
fense of the policy, has let his opportunity 
pass and is as silent as the tomb. The House 
cuckoos for several daya have failed to step 
out at the hour and make their. little chant of 
cheerful echo. Holman now declares that if 
the Foreign Affairs committee does not hurry 
up he will introduce a resolution condemning 
the administration for its attempt to reinstate 
the Queen. ‘ This Congress,”’ says Mr. Hol- 
man, “must announce a policy that will ef- 
fectually prevent all future attempts of the 
executive branch of the government to dstab- 
lish or restore monarchical government. The 
Democratic party must make this declaration 
as conspicuous as the Monroe doctrine.”’’ The 
Cincinnati Enquirer says: 

The demand of the United States made by the 
Pregident upon a weak nation to surrender its 
government to a “ deposed sovereign ” stands un- 
recalled, Congress must recall it or enforce it, 
oranarchy may at any time be inaugurated on 
the islands, for which the government will be re- 
sponsible, and which the President and his naval 


subordinate may quiet by the reéstablishment of 
a despotism. 


The New York World is of opinion that 
the next step in the Hawaiian business should 
be the recall of Minister Willis and the sub- 
stitution in his place of some one who will 
respect the provisional government and who 
is not connected “ with a discredited and dis- 
graceful policy towards those islands.” ‘He 
cannot be an acceptable Minister to the gov- 
ernment which he has formally urged to com- 
mit hara-kiri in order to gratify the sentimen- 
tal notion of an American administration,” 
says the World. The New York Sun takes 
the bull by the horns, as it always does, It 
says there is not a scintilla of evidence that 
the revolution by which Liliuokalani lost her 
throne hinged on Stevens or even that he 
committed any act of indiscretion. It de-

It declares 
that Cleveland has committed an impeach- 
able offense in commissionmg Paramount 
Blount and in ordemng Willis to make war 
upon a friendly government, but, as impeach- 
ment is not likely to follow any demand for 
it, “the disgrace and humiliation of the 
Hawaiian fiasco can only be atoned for and 
the damages inflicted upon the name and 
fame of Americans can be satisfied only by 
that voluntary act on the part of the Presi- 
dent himself which would effect the same re- 
sult as his removal by impeachment—namely : 
his resignation. Grover Cleveland’s resigna- 
tion of the President’s office would be an act 
of atonement to the Democracy and of justice 
to the people of the United States.’’ 

Thus the vigorous chorus of objurgation 
breaks forth along the Democratic line and 
every day it gains in strength and volume. 
The cuckoos have ceased their plaintive 
hourly notes and the roosters and bald eagles 
of the party are shrieking without reference 
to the time of day on the White House clock.

Tue bonds for 50 million dollars, to be 
issued immediately by the Secretary of the 
Treasury, will. be “coin bonds.”’ That is, 
they are made specifically redeemable’ in 
“coin.”’ But the Secretary has stated that 
only gold coin will be received by him for the 
purchase of the .bonds. This leaves it to”be 
inferred that they will be redeemed with gold, 
since it would be a wicked breach of faith to 
insist on an alleged “right” to redeem in 
some other kind of coin which now is worth 
intrinsically little more than half an equal 
face value of gold coin. . But it islefttoa 
future administration to pass on this point if 
demanded by the extreme silver men, if they 
should be as numerous and persistent when 
the bonds become due as they are today. 
The probability is they will lose in numbers 
and power in the course of the next 
ten years, as it is only now and then that dis- 
honesty can command an attentive hearing 
when it proposes to repudiate the pledges of a 
great nation. But it would be better to set 
the point at rest by making bonds redeemable 
in the same kind of coin as that in which 
they are required to be purchased by the -in- 
vestors. As the present issue of 50 millions 
will be little more than sufficient to fill the 
now existing gap it will be necessary to make 
another issue before long, and that olight to 
be pravided for by Congress in terms which 
would leave no loophole for a plea in favor of 
partial repudiation when the bonds are re- 
tired. .As the volume of currency to be main- 
tained at par is much greater than that in cir- 
culation at the time 100 millions of gold was 
deemed sufficient for a guarantee, the reserve 
ought to be increased beyond that point in 
addition to the bond sales necessitated by de- 
ficiencies in the revenue. The gold reserve 
should not be less than 200 millions, or 25 
per cent of the obligation to redeem, and 
whatever may be required in the future-ought 
to be done on the gold basis, not simply im- 
plied but accurately specified, so that there 
will be no room for sophistical argument in 
favor of paying with depreciated silver when 
the bonds become due,

THe memorial which has been submitted to 
the Committee on Buildings and Grounds, ask- 
ing for an appropriation of four millions fora 
new postofiice building here, is a forcibly writ- 
ten paper. It states the facts as they are, It 
shows, without exaggerating anything, the 
abolute necessity for a new building. Yet the 
Chairman of the committee seems to doubt 
whether any action will be taken. He says 
the Treasury is low and that the Supervising 
Architect has all the work on his hands he can 
attend to and has no time to make plans for 
a Chicago postoffice. It is true that the 
Treasury is not flush, but the needs of this city 
are imperative. If the Government Build- 
ing were to tumble down Congress would 
have to act. If there was no money in the 
Treasury it would have to borrowjsome. The 
building has not fallen down, but isso near 
it that there is no excuse for{Congressional 
deiay. Take the money which will otherwise 
be fooled away on the improvement of dry 
creeks and unused harbors and expend it ona 
government building. As for the Supervising 
Architect, he has nothing on hand which he 
cannot throw on one side if ordered to make 


plans for a postoffice here. 


I there is any provision in the laws of Wis- 
consin for the examination by the State of 
the condition of banks which ure chartered by 
the State it does not seem toamount to much 
During the panic last summer the South Side 
Savings Bank of Milwaukee failed. At the 
time the bank closed it was stated that the 


liabilities were about $400,000 in excess of

other depositors about $780,000. The assets 
foot up $1,200,000, but they are mostly val- 
ueless, They consist in part of the practically 
worthless paper of one iron mine o to 
whom the bank advanced over half a miilion 
dollars. Part of the funds: of the depositors 
was swallowed up in gambling speculations of 
the cashier in wheat, pork, etc. Savings 
banks are required to make semi-annual re- 
ports to the State Treasurer. Those made by 
the Milwaukee bank have been made falsely 
ever since 1885, when the looting of the 
funds appears to have begun. For at least 
eight years this bank has been a trap for the 
money of depositors, not one of whom had 
the least idea of its condition. In view of this 
great loss of money by those who car least 
afford to lose it, and this shameless plunder- 
ing of the poor for the benefit of speculators, 
the Wisconsin Legislature ought to make bet- 
ter provision than it has made for the exam- 
ination of the condition of banks to which 
it grants permission to do business. It is 
true that no system of inspection is an abso- 
lute guarantee against dishonesty. but the 
risk of loss is mimimized by strict super- 
vision.

It will require 
some exertion on the part of the Mayor to 
get the City Collector and his chief assistant 
to act in this matter, as they are running 
their office on the red-tape order and are 
afraid to disturb the men who are defrauding 
the city out of its preper revenue, They need 
a lively making up.

POLICE AND UNEMPLOYED CLASH. 


Meeting Called by a Berlin Anarchist Pre- 
vented by the Leader’s Arrest. 

Beri, Jan. 18.—An Anarchist named 
Rodrian issued a call a few days ago for the 
unemployed workmen to hold a meeting at a 
brewery at Friederichshain, a suburb of Ber- 
lin, The meeting was to have been held today, 
but the police, having in- mind the origin of 
the serious riots in 1892, determined to arrest 
Rodrian, thinking if he was locked up the 
meeting would not be held. Consequently he 
was taken into custody last night, and the 
news of his arrest quickiy spread. Quite a 
number of men proceeded to the brewery, but 
there was no attempt at speech-making. 

Later in the day a crowd of people 
gathered before the Konigsthur and acted in 
a disorderly manner. The police ordered 
them to disperse, but were met with jeers. 
The police drew their swords and charged the 
rioters, dispersing them. Severa! times after- 
ward the mob attempted to gather, but the 
police prevented them. Conflicts were 
frequent and many of the rioters were hurt, 
though none seriously. 

The uuthorities fearing |there might be 
trouble at Friederichshain ordered the 
mounted police there to scour the streets and 
prevent any assemblages on them. When- 
ever a knot of men would gather the police 
would at once disperse them. A _ large 
number of arrests were made. Count Still- 
fired, Chief of the criminal police, personally 
directed the entire force, which included the 
reserves. The reserves were dismissed late 
this evening.

BANKER WILSON’S PROPOSITION To 


GOTHAM OOMMISSIONERS. 


He Offers to Build an Underground System 
Substantially on the Route and Pian 
Adopted by the Commission in Its 1801 
Report — Deposit of $1,000,000 as an 
Evidence of Good Faith — Syndicate 
Would Assume One-Third of Cost, City 


Bonds for the Kest, 

New York, Jan. 18.—(Special.)}—The Rap- 
id Transit Commissioners today heard the 
details of an important proposition in behalt 
of a syndicate by Banker R. T, Wilson. Mr. 
Wilsor’s letter’ contained an offer to build an 
underground system of rapid transit substan- 
tially on the route and generally on the plan 
adopted by the commission in its report to 
the Common Council of Oct. 20,1891. Mr. 


Wilson continued : wees 

As a guaraptee of our good faith in the matter 
we propose to deposit $1,000,000 in good securi- 
ties, to be approved by yon, in a first-class trust 
company in this city on the condition that the 
same shall be forfeited to the people of New 
York in the event that we shall fail to sign the 
contract for .the construction of such road 
when the execution thereof shall be 
authorized by the vote of the people of this city. 
We propose to build that portion of the route be- 
tween the city hall and Fourteenth street with- 
in two years from the time of the signing of the 
contract; the portion south of the city hall and 
the portion between Fourteenth and Fifty-ninth 
streets on the West Side and Fourteenth street 
and Forty-second street on the East Side within 
three years from the. time of the signing 
of the contract; and the portion between Fifty- 
ninth street and Fort George, and between Forty- 
second street and Harlem within four years from 
the time of the siguing of the contract. 5o soon 
as the completed system herein above provided 
for shalt pay 4 per cent on its costs over and 
above its operating expenses and other expenses 
we will build an additional mile on each side of 
the city, and so soon as each additional mile pars 
a like 4 per cent upon its cost, etc., we ewill build 
another mile, until the terms provided by you 
are reached. Wethink also that some arrange- 
ment should be made by which your board should 
have power to grant extensions of the railway in 
other directions, if you should deem it for the 
interest of the public. 

The general plan of construction we shall ask 
you to change somewhat, permitting the buiid- 
ing of a double-decked tunnel instead of four 
tracks on one level, as we feel on the report of 
our engineers that it can be thus done more 
cheaply and with less chance of injury to 
private owners. The method of construc- 
tion will be substantially the same as that 
provided for in your proposed terms of sale of 
the underground o AP los that is, tunneling to 
be done from beneath the surface and the &truct- 
ure to be located sufficiently far beiow the sur- 
face to avoid all existing pipes, but the niethod 
of construction may be departed from with your 
consent in special! localities where engineering 
difficulties make it necessary 30 to de 

The motor power to be the same as_ that pro- 
vided in your report to the Common Qouncil of 
Oct. 20, 1891, to wit: Electricity or some other 
power not requiring combustion within the tun- 
nel, and the motors to be capable of a uniform 
speed for long distances of not less than forty 
miles an hour, exclusive of stops. 

We wrote to you one year ago offering to build 
such road, if the city would loan 70 per cent of 
the cost, but were met with the provision of the 
Constitution forbidding such a loan. Since that 
time we have been carefully considering the 
matter with associates willing to embark in the 
enterprise, and we have reluctantly reached the 
conclusion that it is not within 
the limit of private means to raise the entire 
sum necessary to build this system. We are will- 
however, to resume the responsibil- 
ity of expending one-third of the en- 
tire cost if the city will loan .us its 
bonds to the exteat of ' two-thirds of the cost, 
and we are advised that inasmuch as a constitu- 
tional convention for the purpose of revising the 
Constitution of the State of New York is to meet 
this coming summer -the present provision of the 
Constitution forbidding such loan could by a 
proper amendment be removed in this special 
Cure. 

Under no circumstances shall the loan to be 
made by the city exceed $80,000,000. If the cost 
of the road shall run above $45,000,000 all the 
balance shall be borne by the constructing com- 
pany.

Contagion Spread Through the Mistake of 
Physicians=General New York News, 
New York, Jan. 18.,—Charity Hospital on 
Blackwell Island, which contains 800 patients, 
has been quarantined by order of the sanitary 
authorities. Six cases of smallpox were discov- 
ered in different wards of,the institution yester- 
day, and the patients have been removed to the 
pest-house on North Brothers Island. The spread 
of the contagion at the hospital is laid to the 
failure of the staff physicians to discover the 
true ailment of a man named Schmidt who was 
taken there a fortnight ago. He died last week. 
It was not until his body reached the morgue it 
was discovered that smallpox caused his death. 


Thought te Be an Expert Forger. 


Eight thousand dollars’ Werth of the bonds of

Detect- 
ives found in his room the eight $1,000 bonds, 
$414 in cash, three certificates, each represent- 
ing 500 shares in the Silver Chord Consolidated 
Mining company of Coloradoat par value of $15,- 
000 ; five certificates, each representing 100 shares 
of the Silver Springs, Ocala and Gulf railroad of 
Florida at a par value of $5.000, and two cer- 
tificates, each representing 100° shares of the 
Phenix Mining company at a par value of 
$3,000. All are in the name of Thompson. How 
he obtained these shares he refused to say, but I 
think that in a day or two we will be able to tell 
a story about them.

MILLIONS ARE MISSING 


MRS. STANFORD DEMANDS ALL OF 
HER HUSBAND'S ESTATE 


She Says Collis P. Huntington Is Keeping 
Back Some $3,000,000 Worth of Stocks 
and Bonds Which by Right Belong to 
Her, and She Intimates That She Will 
Appeal to the Law if They Are Not De- 
livered Up at Once=Huntington’s Law- 
yer Makes an Unqualified Denial, 


San Francisco, Cal., Jan. 18.—[ Special. ]|— 
There is great interest in financial circles 
here over the possibility of a big suit against 
C. P, Huntington by Mrs. Leland Stanford, 
executrix of her late husband’s estate, to re- 
cover millions said to have been withheld by 
him, The attorneys for Mrs. Stanford, in her 
name, assert that ‘she is proceeding with due 
diligence to obtain the possession of over 
$3,000,000 worth of stocks and bonds.” 
This “ due diligence’’ means that a formal 
demand has been made by letter upon Mr, 
Huntington for the surrender of these 
stocks and bonds to the executrix 
of the estate of Leland Stanford, 
To this demand no answer has 
been recsived. If the answer should be a re- 
fusal & suit will probably be brought by Mrs. 
Stanford for the securities and for an account- 
ing as well as big damages. Everybody has 
supposed that Stanford was worth from 
$50,000,000 to $100,000,000, but the com. 
pleted inventory of his estate, which was filed 
yesterday, shows it is less than $20,000,000, 
Following is the summary:

COLORADO LEGISLATIVE DEADLOCK, 


Senate Refuses to Consider Any Legisla- 
tion, but Adjourns for the Day. 

Denver, Colo., Jan. 18.—The deadlock in 
the special session of the Legislature was 
“learly defined today when the Senate refused 
to consider the first bill submitted from 
and adjourned until to. 
morrow afternoon. The House did some 
work passing bills and advancing others. Une 
bill was killed by a close vote. This was by 
Representative Heath (Pop.), providing 
that no contracts can be made payable 
in gold, and that courts should 
ignore such special provisions in eontracts. 
This morning the Secretary of State sent ina 
cominunication to the House §an- 
nouncing that the legisiative ex- 
pense fund was exhausted and contractors 
refuse to furnish supplies until some provis- 
ions are nade for payment. A bill appropri- 
ating $15,000 for the expenses of the session 
was referred to the Appropriation com- 
mittee. The Senate majority declares 
that no appropriation bill can _ be 
passed by the Upper House. A bill to reduce 
the delinquent tax penalty one-half passed the 
House with opposition. In the Senate 
the bill from __ the Lower House 
relating to taxes was received and 
passed to the present committee. The rumor 
that the Senate was going to discharge its em- 
ployés, adjourn till tomorrow, and then go 
home, caused a good deal of comment in the 
House this afternoon. Several of the 
members declared that if this pro- 
gram was carried out the minority could 
send after the absentees and bring them back 
even if it was necessary to have the Goyernor 
call out the militia to do so. 


SENATOR WALTHALL RESIGNS. 


Can Come Back at Will to Serve a Full 
Term Beginning in 1895, 

Wasnineton, D. C., Jan. 18.—[Special.]— 
Few Senators are able to resign the remnant 
of their Sezatorial term and still have a full 
term ahead of them if they choose to serve it 
out. This ig what Walthall of Mississippi has 
done. A year ago he was chosen his own suc- 
cessor by the Mississippi Legislature. As his 
present term does not end till March 4, 1895, 
he. was thus assured of Senatorial tenure till 
1901. Walthall has been in very poor health. 
Yesterday he sent a letter to the Governor of 
Mississippi resigning from the Senate, and to- 
day a similar letter was laid before the Sen- 
ate. Senator Walthall’s action was a com- 
lete surprise to his friends. It is stated that 
e will become tho general Southern couneel 
for the Illinois Central railroad. He could 
not resign his term which runs from 1895 
until that term actdally begins. This is 
the view taken by constitutional law- 
yers. It is possible that when March 
4, 1895, comes around Mr, Walthall will feel 
in better health and will decide to serve out 
that term. Nevertheless his friends are of 
the impression that he intends to retire per- 
manently froin public life. He came to the 
Senate as the successor of Lamar and has 
béen popular with his coileagues. A:mong 
Republicans he has been looked upon as one 
of the conservative Southerners and his re- 
firement will cause genuine regret on their 
part. Once before a Southern Senator re- 
signed because he was tired of public life. 
is was Gen. John B. Gordon of Georgia. 
Gordon wus in some railroad deals and was 
making a pot of money. He thought he 
would inake more by getting out of the Sen- 
ate and going into Wall street. In due time 
Gen. Gordon had his experience ‘and Wall 
street had hig money. He went back to Gsor- 
ia and, . chance, was reélected to 
Senate. Senator Walthall, however, has 

no intention of going to New York. will

location on Michigan boulevard has been 
favorably spoken of and we may select that. 
But another loeation, which some of the Com- 
missioners consider better still, is in the 
empty storeroom in the Leland Hotel build- 
ing at Michigan avenue and Jackson street. 
If we remove the office to this locality it is 
believed the hearts of those who can afford to 
give to the needy, but who have no idea of 
the extent of the destitution and distress, will 
be touched. | 
‘‘ The office at present is at No, 128 South 
Clinton street and there we have 1,000 to 
1,200 callers daily, all claiming to be desti- 


tute and in such a condition that the county 


must help them. We have on duty at this 
oftice the County Agents and ten clerks, and 
they sueceed in relieving 250 to 800 persons 
daily. Then we have twenty persons who are 
used to investigate reported cases of destitu- 
tion. We want the well-to-do people of Chi- 
eago to see this ‘themselves and we 
think it will be largely 
lieved. The county is now 
all that is possible for these unforgi 
but if the ¢ 
all who applied the office would cost $100,- 
000 per month easily and the appropriation 
for the entire year would be us , a in 2 
month or six weeks and we would then 
forced to close the office altogether. We oe 
now compelied to give what we can, relieve 
all of the cases our appropriation will allow, 
and there draw the line. Our rations cost the 
founty $3.50 per month for each person.
